M. Pitman for money claimed to be advanced to the town while 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen; and the others by Josiah 
Eastman for damage on highways. There isa prospect that these 
suits may be settled between now and our annual meeting. We 
would recommend that the sum of three thousand dollars be raised 
for the ensuing year, one thousand to defray town expenses, and 
two thousand to reduce the existing debt.

As will be seen by the foregoing report, no record is made of 
the school in District No. 1; the reason can be given in a few 
words. No legal school has been taught in the District during 
the past year, and consequently no return has been made to the 
Superintending School Committee of the town. The Prudential 
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School Committees of Districts No. 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 have been 
very fortunate in their selection of teachers during the past year, 
and in my opinion, no better selections could have been made for 
the several schools; and I would cheerfully recommend them _ to 
the favorable consideration of future committees. 


The Summer term of school in District No. 5 deserves some- 
thing more than a passing notice at my hands. ‘The teacher, 
Miss Durgin, of Lawrence, Mass., and a graduate of the Nor- 
mal School of Maine, is one of the very few teachers possessing 
every requisite qualification necessary for a first-class teacher, 
having a good knowledge ot, and teaching by the latest, and most 
approved method of instruction. And I will truly say, that the 
progress made in the above mentioned school was far beyond my 
most sanguine expectations. The district is under great obliga- 
tion to Mrs. Whitten for the very able and efficient manner in 
which she has discharged the duties of the office of Prudential 
Committee of the district during the past year. 


I believe that the wisdom of law, granting the right of suf- 
frage to womeu in all school matters, has been fully established 
by the great improvement made in all districts wherever they have 
exercised this right; and I hope that the example set in District 
No. 5 will be followed by all school districts in town. 

The school houses in Districts No. 1, 2, 4 and d are in a good 
state of repair and meet the wants of the several districts. In 
my last annual report I called the attention of the town, and 
more especially the citizens of school district No. 3, to the poor 
condition of the school house in said district. I would again call 
their attention to the fact, that some repairs should be made to the 
old house to make it more comfortable, or a new one erected to 
take its place. Within the past year a new school house has been 
erected in district No. 5 at an expense of $1800.00, which is 
second to no other school house in this County. It is located 
upon the south side of the main street, is two stories in height, 
finished in a neat and workmanlike manner, and designed for a 
graded school, and is admirably adapted to meet the requirements 
of the District for a long time to come. The lower room has
